parted. 

It la a singular thing however that 
tha ancient drawing of the Grave 
Creak Mound might aarva for tha 
Warwick Mound also. The Grave 
Craak Mound haa been explored and 
found to rest upon and oover a nat¬ 
ural hillock. It coutalnad two burial 
chambers, one In the natural hill, 
and the other directly above It, sepa¬ 
rated by thirty feet of earth. In 
these vaults were found skeletons, 
some four thousand beada, and a 
large quantity of mica, copper, and 
stone ornaments and articles.

Since 1 first men 
Honed It, I have made a second trip 
to the Warwick mound and found 
that It haa suffered from erosion on 
the north side, the si Is on which the 
North Fork flows. This side haa lost 
Its smooth appearance, and It looks 
on that side like a cake at which the 
mice have been nibbling. It Is prac 
tlcally a precipice on that side but 
It waa possible to climb down with 
the aid of the bushes and examine 
the mound for stratas of rock. 
Stratification la wholly absent and It 
Is pretty certain that It Is made up 
of earth and loose stones. 

What I would like to know Is 
whether this country was once the 
home of mound builders. I am not 
satisfied with the moraine theory for 
moraines, especially terminal ®o* 
ralnes are formed of large boulders. 
However It Is possible If not proba¬ 
ble that at one time that mud may 
have been thrown around promiscu¬ 
ously by the forces of nature forming 
great mud heaps that have been 
shaped by the rains since then. 

Squire Sutton called our sttentlon 
to the Glade fllll, and I went there 
to examine It. 1 had heard of Glade 
Illll all my life but 1 supposed it was 
just another name for a mountain, 
but I found a marked formation 
there. In traveling ..from Frost to 
Dunmore on the state highway, Just 
before the tourist comes to the break 
In mountain through which Sltltng- 
ton Creek flows, this hill Is In sight 
In the broad fields that lie to the 
north of the road which the traveler 
leaves to the right as h6 enters the 
gorge of the creex where the perpen 
dlculsr strata Is to be observed 
Note that at one place this strata 
projects outward like >a great wall, 
and this U the wall that Is said to 
creep forward ao that It has to be 
chiseled off from time to time to let 
the traffic pass. And there Is an 
other scientific crow for you to pick. 

Glade Illll looks from this long dis¬ 
tance like a long green bunker In a 
golf course built by giants. It Is 
about seven hundred steps long, and 
on Its fiat top about fifty steps across 
and It la about fifty feet high.

There are any number -of small 
stones on top of the hill such as are 
kuown as river rock Indicating be 
yond all question that they have 
been worn round and smooth In the 
bed ot some stream. There Is a lime 
stone mountain to the west or Glade 
Hill just across the small stream at 
Its base. The presence of the river 
rock on top show that this mouihd 
was thrown up by the forces of na 
ture or by man. It Is not a part of 
the original mountain formation. 

It Ik unfortunate In any man to be 
pestered by a desire to know hew 
these wonders came about. It Is 
like the urge In a destructive child 
to take a clock to pieces It Is far, 
far better to observe and enjoy these 
beautiful structures, whose builder 
and maker Is God, than to wonder 
whether the uneasy glacier or the 
pride of men shaped them. In a 
country where the mountains arise 
In their grandeur to the heights of 
thousands of feet, and In a county 
that numbers Its peaks by the thou 
sand, these little hills sink Into In¬ 
significance, and may well besklpped 

In a flat country it Is not hard to 
Identify those mounda that I ave been 
the work of the hands of man. It to 
supposed that the building of these 
great mounda or monuments belong' 4 
to arece of prehistoric men, who may 
or v ho B ty not have been the anc *- 
tors of the Indian.. It Is certain that 
they do not endure like the pyramids 
of E (y pt. which are built of cut etc ne. 
In my own time I have seen three 
mounda become level with the ter¬ 
rain. When I was a boy there was a 
distinct mound In the Hamilton field 
just eastof the court-house. Another 
on the Jericho farm on tha west aide 
of the river.
